Moved by Hoadley and seconded by 
Walker to approve and elect to participate in the 2023 ISAC Wellness Program.  
 
EAGLE MIGRATION: Auditor Berg stated that they had received the quote for the migration of the Eagle Software to separate server by Tyler 
Technologies and it came in at $3,600.  Moved by Shelley and seconded by Walker to approve the quote from Tyler Technologies of $3,600 for the 
Eagle migration and to move forward with the project. Approved. Ryan Berven entered at 9:06 a.m. 
 
TOWNSHIP RESIGNATION: Moved by Twombly and seconded by Walker to accept with regret the resignation of Bruce Mensing as Summerset 
Township Trustee.  Approved. Moved by Shelley and seconded by Hoadley to appoint Vicki Wright as the Summerset Township Trustee.  Approved.  
 
BUDGET AMENDMENT: Auditor Berg went over the proposed FY23 Budget Amendment.  Moved by Twombly and seconded by Hoadley to set the 
public hearing from the FY23 budget amendment for January 1, 2023 at 9:15 a.m.  Approved.  
 
ASSURED PARNTERS: Ryan Berven, Assured Partners, went over the County’s health, dental, and vision renewals for FY24.  Berven stated that the 
County did not have to stay in the pool with ISAC’s insurance and the Assured Partners can help the County find a plan of their own.  The Board 
discussed the benefits of staying in the pool with ISAC.  Berven exited at 9:56 a.m. 
 
LEASE ASSET POLICY: Auditor Berg explained that the Lease Asset Policy needed to be put into place because of the new GASB Statement 87.  
Moved by Twombly and seconded by Shelley to approve Resolution #2022-64 – Approve Right-To-Use Lease Asset Policy. WHEREAS, the 
Governmental Accounting Standards Board (GASB) issued Statement No. 87 in 2017 which revises governmental lease accounting effective July 1, 
2020; and WHEREAS, GASB issued Statement No. 95 postponing the effective date of Statement 87 to July 1, 2021 (FY22); and WHEREAS, 
Statement No. 87 requires a lessee to recognize a lease liability and an intangible right-to-use lease asset. THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the 
Adair County Board of Supervisors to approve the Adair County Right-To-Use Lease Asset Policy. Roll Call Vote: Wedemeyer, aye; Twombly, aye; 
Shelley, aye; Hoadley, aye; and Walker, aye. Approved.
